on teacher pact proposal 
stricken

In response to 
a teacher contract 
proposal submitted last week, the Lom­ 
poc Unified School District has es­ 
timated that requests for wage hikes, 
more fringe benefits and class-si/e 
reductions could potentially cost the dis­ 
trict over $6 million more than it 
currently spends for such items 
Salary raises based on cost-of-living in­ 
creases. experience, college credit and 
extra-cutricuiar assignments requested 
by the Lompoc Education Association, 
teacher 
collective 
bargaining agent, 
could cost over $2 million more than the 
district currently pays, according to the 
district The LEA has asked for a wage 
increase of 1 5 times the cost-of-living in 
crease indicated by the Los Angeles Con 
sumer Price Index, which is nearly 6 per 
cent, the district says That would mean 
a first-year teacher raise of about 9 per 
cent 
The LEA 's request for fully paid health 


insurance for teachers and dependents 
and other medical benefits, could cost 
the district about $760,000 more than it 
currently pays for such benefits, ac­ 
cording to the district 
The district also estimates that the 
LEA 's requests for paid release and 
leave time could cost about $1 75 million 
more, if all teachers took advantage of 
all proposed leave opportunities 
T>ie 
LEA has asked tor payment for unused 
sick leave when a teacher resigns or 
i etires, as well a» additional religious, 
maternity and personal leave The as­ 
sociation also asks for 20 days leave for 
LEA representatives. 
According to the district, the LEA 
proposals for class size and student load 
reductions would require the hiring of 
about 
100 additional certificated 
employes, including regular classroom 
teachers 
special education teachers, 
subject 
sp e cia lists, counselors, 
librarians and nurses 
The district estimates that the salaries 


of those additional employes would cost 
about $1 78 million 
In estimating the 
costs of all new certificated employes, 
the district used the current teacher 
average salary, $16,885 
LEA President Carol Linger com­ 
mented today that the district's es­ 
timates of teacher union proposals are 
‘usually inflated.” higher than what it 
would actually be spending The LEA has 
very general kinds ot figures' on what 
its proposals would cost the school dis­ 
trict.

Carter signs 
tax cut bill 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter today signed a major tax cut bill 
that will lower withholding by a few 
dollars a week beginning in June and 
simplify tax forms next year for 50 
million Americans who use the standard 
deduction 
Carter signed the bill in a White House 
Rose Garden ceremony despite his op­ 
position to a tax credit for businesses 
which hire more workers 
The bill will pump into the economy 
$19 5 billion in new tax cuts for both in­ 
dividuals and businesses and will extend 
$14 2 billion in current tax cuts over the 
remainder of this fiscal year and the 
next two years. 
The bill is a part of Carter’s economic 
stimulus package which was one of his 
first proposals as President It originally 
included the $50 individual rebate 
proposal which he withdrew when the 
economy improved and congressional 
opposition increased 


The bill as finally passed provides that 
some 46 9 million taxpayers who use the 
standard deduction - 
single persons 
making less than $13,750 and all married 
couples — would get a tax cut averaging 
about $3 a week 


The 1 7 million single persons making 
more than $13,750 would be hit with tax 
increases averaging $1 a week if they use 
the standard deduction This would be 
brought about by setting a flat standard 
deduction of $2,200 for single persons and 


$3,200 for married couples 
Tax forms for all who use the standard 
deduction — about 74 per cent of tax­ 
payers — would be vastly simplified 
Taxes will be figured by a glance at one 
table No calculations would be required 
A provision Carter wanted to drop 
when he withdrew the rebate was 
nevertheless included by Congress 
It 
gives businesses a “ new jobs” credit, 
ranging from $630 to $1,806 for each new 
employe hired above a base level of 102 
per cent of last year’s employment and 
105 per cent of last year’s total wages. 
Other provisions include: 
— An extra $35 a year tax credit for the 
e ld e rly and blind because of a 
technicality. It was necessary to allow 
them a double individual tax credit — 
just as they receive a double personal ex­ 
emption — in order to draw up the new 
simplified income tax tables. The elder­ 
ly. for the 1976 tax year only, also would 
be allowed to refigure their retirement 
income credit under the old system and 
claim a refund if the old formula was 
more advantageous, 
— All current tax cuts for both in­ 
dividuals and business, due to expire at 
the end of the year, will be extended 
through 1978 
This will prevent taxes 
from rising at the end of the year 
— Actions taken in the 1976 tax reform 
act to eliminate the sick pay deduction 
and to tighten tax breaks for Americans 
working abroad, all retroactive to Jan 1, 
1976. are delaved one vear to Jan 1. 1977 
Terrorists seize 100 
hostages in Holland 


T E L AVIV. Israel (U P I) - Right-wing 
leader Menahem Begin, slated to 
become Israel’s next prime minister, 
sustained an apparent relapse today 
from a heart attack suffered two months 
ago. and was placed in a hospital inten­ 
sive care unit 
Begin. 63, apparently suffered exhaus­ 
tion following a grueling schedule of 
public appearances since the election 
victory of his rightist Likud bloc May 17 
His doctor. Shlomo Lanidao 
said 
Begin did not suffer another heart at­ 
tack 
but said he would remain in the 
hospital for several days. 
The doctor said Begin was well after a 
sound five-hour sleep 
Begins eldest 
daughter, Hassiya. said her father felt 
“ wonderful ” 
But the recurring illness cast doubt on 
Begins ability to lead a new coalition 
government headed by his Likud bloc 
with him as prime minister He said he 
hoped to form a new government by next 
month 
Negotiations with other political par­ 
ties aimed at forming a coalition were to 
be held as planned The Likud leadership 
scheduled a private meeting later today 
to discuss the forthcoming talks. 
Begin, who had a near-fatal heart at­ 
tack in March, complained of pains after 
midnight and Lanidao said he was taken 
immediately to the intensive care unit of 
Ichilov Hospital in Tel Aviv for an ex­ 
amination He said Begin will remain in 
Ichilov for observation for several days. 
“ He feels okay and has no com­ 
plaints,” said Lanidao, head of the

Knowles grip­ 
ped the severed arm in his left 
hand and walked to a nearby 
street where a passerby helped 
him 
The technology ex'st«*d for 
re implanting a limb but it was 
untried 
Dr Ronald Malt had 
been waiting for months for a 


chance to use the surgical 
method 
Knowles met two 
major prerequisistes — he was 
not in shock and the wound was 
clean 
Malt and his team of surgeons 
worked for 6*2 hours to 
re-implant the arm Later sur­ 
gery concentrated on re ­ 
attaching nerves and Malt still 
examines Knowles regularlv 
It was the first successful

The court’s only comment 
was that Ju s tice W illiam 
Rehnquist did not participate 
He served in the Ju stice 
Department with Mitchell 


National Public Radio report 
ed last month that the justices 
had voted 5 to 3 against review 
at their secret conference, with 
Chief Justice Warren Burger 
delaying announcement in the 
hope of winning over another 
colleague 


Since four votes are needed 
for review, he apparently did 
not succeed - if the report was 
correct 


Lawyers for the three had 
asked for time to file a 
memorandum dealing with the 
effect of a news report about 
the justices’ deliberations or 
the case, but the court rejected 
the request two weeks ago

Throughout the year, the 
governor has promised proper­ 
ty tax relief with no new taxes 
He opposes an Assembly

A bulging state 
surplus, which reportedly 
would exceed $2 billion by the 
end of the next budget year, if 
none of it was spent to finance 
expensive school aid and 
property tax relief plans now 
advancing in the legislature 
Bell planned today to unveil 
to lawmakers the administra­ 
tion's revised budget and sur­ 
plus forecasts for the fiscal 
year ending July 1, 1978 
The new figures are essential 
before the legislature can com­ 
plete work on the governor's 
proposed budget by July 1 
An 
administration 
source 
said the projected surplus 
would exceed $2 billion, largely 
because of a rapid economic 
recovery in California 
That 
would be more than $500 million 
in excess of the governor's 
original surplus projection 
made last Januarv 


While he declined to disclose 
specific surplus figures, Bell 
said in an interview, “ We've 
done a lot better than we ex­ 
pected Our normal pattern of 
pulling out of a recession into a 
recovery is that we don’t do 
quite as well as the United 
States overall 
“ This time, we re leading the 
United States in employment, 
personal income and housing 
starts " 


Bell said the biggest sources 
of additional state revenue have 
been from income, sales and 
bank and corporation taxes 
At the same time, expendi­ 


tures for education and welfare 
during this year and the next 
budget year are $350 million 
less than anticipated, although 
this saving is somewhat 
“ washed out“ by other pro­ 
gram increases, he said 
The net result of the good 
budget news, Bell said, is that 
the administration expects “ the 
legislature will pass property 
tax relief and Serrano school 
finance bills that will cost more 
than the governor suggested in 
January ” 


In Brown's original budget, 
the governor set aside $700 
million for both proposals — 


$480 million for tax relief and 
$220 million for the first year of 
a five-year program designed to 
meet the Serrano court decision 
requiring equalized funding for 
schools 


The pricetags for rival 
legislative proposals for 
property tax and renter relief 
Currently range between $650 
million and $850 million. Bell 
said 
He added that the end 
result “ might be a Methuselah 
type of decision — what's 
halfway between the bills 
One certain result of the 
higher surplus. Bell said, would 
be to stiffen the governor’s 


resolve to oppose income tax in­ 
creases for the wealthy as 
proposed by two of the 
legislature’s three major tax 
plans. 
“ I think it would be absolute­ 
ly unconscionable if you talk 
about

brackets with this kind of sur­ 
plus," he said 


Bell also said extra funds 
would be pumped into the

Before Cabrillo entered their first 
event in the C IF track and field finals at 
E l Modena High in Santa Ana Saturday. 
Kennedy of Barstow already piled up 38

Buck Crosby, whose team was picked to 
come in second behind the powerful

The best the Conqs could do was eighth 
with 18 points while Kennedy rolled up 
64. almost double that of second place 
Ganesha. who scored 34 
Lompoc High finished in the pack with 
four points 
Kennedy won five events for a total of 
50 points and placed second in the 330- 
vard low hurdles and third in the 220 
As for Cabrillo, things went wrong in 
the very first event — the long jump 
Mickey Scott, who had pulled a 
hamstring muscle at the C IF qualifying 
meet a week ago. got off one jump of 19-7 
before he reinjured the leg and had to 
pull out of the competition 
Scott was also entered in the triple 
jump but the hamstring pull was too 
painful for him to continue and he even­ 
tually scratched from the event 
Oddly enough.

P O L L Y 'S P R O B L E M 


DEAR PO LLY - What is good to use for washing var 
nished woodwork? Also I would like to know what to use 
for cleaning marble lamps One has turned yellow and I 
wonder if I could restore its original color — MAR^ P 
DEAR MARY P. — Usually all you need do to clean 
varnished woodwork is dust with a treated duster and 
occasionally wipe off with a damp cloth. If it is very dir­ 
ty and you feel it must have a more thorough cleaning, 
such woodwork can be cleaned with a furniture wash 
made by mixing three tablespoons linseed oil. one 
tablespoon turpentine and a quart of hot water Mix, let 
cool, wring cloth out of this and wash only a small space 
at a time. Dry it with a soft cloth before going un to the 
next space. When finished polish with lemon oil and rub 
with the grain of the wood. 
Are you sure your lamp bases are marble and not 
alabaster? Alabaster is softer, the sun iades it and 
water may remove the finish so it must be treated with 
care. A bit of petroleum jelly can be thoroughly rubbed 
in ever so often. If the lamps are marble talcum powder 
is an effective polish A thin coat of colorless wax gives 
a nice glow to the marble and makes it more soil resis­ 
tant. Do not tamper with the yellow look or any such dis­ 
coloration as that is a job for a professional. To call such 
a person look in the yellow pages of your telephone book.

DEAR PO LLY - I recently read the idea of using wet cot­ 
ton to soften a number of things I want to tell the others that 
for years I have used a wet tea bag I find it will soften most 
anything Once I had some divinity fudge that was hard as a 
rock so I put a wet tea bag on a piece of waxed paper in the 
container with the fudge, 1 closed it tightly and forgot it for 
some time When I checked the candy was almost liquid Keep 
the tea bag wet It works great with cookies I am now trying 
the tea bag in a tea ball such as suggested for the cotton to see

tion of the agency's first 
procurement action following 
agreements earlier this year 
with two aerospace firms, per­ 
mitting them to design, test and 
manufacture the upper stages 
and market them independent­ 


ly 


A request for proposals were 
issued May 13 by the NASA- 
Marshall Space Flight Center 
for six SSIJS-A vehicles to place 
Intelsat V type spacecraft into 
stationary orbits, with an op­ 
tion for purchasing an ad­ 
ditional two The “ A" designa­ 
tion indicates the vehicle's 
capability to deliver payloads 
of the size now being launched 
by the expendable Atlas Cen­ 
taur rockets 


Bids on the procurement ac­ 
tion will be limited to two 
firms, 
McDonnell 
Douglas 
Corp , 
Huntington Beach. 
Calif , and Boeing Aerospace 
Co . Seattle 
Both companies 
entered into agreements with 
NASA, committing them to 
develop the stages with private 
funds 
This is the first time 
NASA has procured rockets or 
rocket stages in this manner 
Normally the agency incurs 
development and production 
costs as part of the procure­ 
ment agreement 


The purchase of six SSUS-A 
upper stages will include all the 
hardware, analyses, logistics 
and services necessary to ac­ 
complish the successful injec­ 
tion of the spacecraft into its 
proper transfer orbit after the 
Space Shuttle Orbiter has 
placed the SSU S and its 
spacecraft into the proper in­ 
jection position and orientation 


Under terms of the proposed 
contract, the contractor will 
have responsibility for produc­

flouting it 
My guess is that you could walk into a 
police station in New York City dragging 
on a marijuana cigarette without getting 
arrested But there is always that judge 
out there, before whom a marijuana user 
is occasionally paraded who simply leafs 
through the statutes and prescribes the 
legislated penalty It is to shelter the oc­ 
casional victim that a reform bill has 
been put together in Albany which bill, at 
the last reading, is threatened by con­ 
certed lobbying against it by the Conser­ 
vative Party of New York 
Mr Serphm Maltese executive direc­ 
tor of the Party is correct in pointingout 
that there is increasing evidence of the 
danger of marijuana Dr Nicholas Pace, 
president of New York City's Council on 
Alcoholism 
writing in the New York 
Times designates alcohol as the single 
most dangerous drug now consumed in 
the United States, but tells us that 
marijuana could better it 
‘Scientific 
studies worldwide have shown that 
( hromc marijuana use causes inhibition 
(if cellular growth, reduction in sperm 
production, development of abnormal 
sperm cells 
interference of the syn­ 
thesis of important genetic material in 
the cell interference with the immune 
system 
destruction of chromosomes, 
abnormal embrvonic developments and 
birth defects in experimental animals 
and. above all brain damage " 
It cannot be over-emphasized that to 
seek a reform in the laws is not to en­ 
courage the tist* of marijuana 
the one 
proposition doe'' not follow from the 


other, any more than it follows that the 
stricter the penalty, the more infrequent 
the use The proscription of marijuana 
smoking by law has failed as un­ 
mistakably as national prohibition 
failed 
What is needed isn’t such laws as are 
currently on the books in New York, 
which punish possession of as little as 
one-quarter ounce of marijuana with up 
to one year in jail, and up to seven years 
for greater amounts What's needed, as 
Dr Pace suggests, is something on the 
order of the Sacramento Citation- 
Diversion Program, which requires 
youths arrested for possession to take a 
drug information study course upon the 
completion of which their arrest records 
are 
wiped clean 
Any explicitly conservative party is es­ 
pecially vulnerable to the charge of un­ 
thinking traditionalism, and it tsawful to 
think of the contempt the Party will earn 
itself if it succeeds in its current 
endeavor

W A S H I N G T O N 
- The Central 
Intelligence Agency deals in operations 
so secret that its waste paper is clas­ 
sified 
Yet it receives more publicity 
than government agencies that adver­ 
tise The publicity has been so horren­ 
dous that many Americans are ready to 
abolish the CIA They 
would like to forget 
the whole CIA saga as 
if it were a bad dream 
But in the nuclear 
age. 
the C IA has 
become our first line 
of 
d e fe n s e 
The 
tangled espionage web 
it has spun is probably 
essen tia 1 
to our 
national survival For 
the safety of all of us. 
the nerve center in 
Washington needs to 
be kept informed about military moves 
and terrorist activities around the world 
President Carter, therefore, has as­ 
signed Admiral Starisfield Turner to 
salvage the CIA The Admiral has in­ 
stituted reforms that are designed to br­ 
ing his unruly agency into line He will 
concentrate on intelligence gathering 
and restrict the covert operations that 
have given the CIA a bad international 
reputation 
Turner won t go so far as to abolish the 
Mission Impossible capability He might 
want to use unorthodox methods, he said 
p rivately, to meet some future 
emergency He raised the possibility, for 
example, that terrorists might get hold 
of nuclear weapons The CIA might want 
to do more about it. he suggested, than 
spy on the terrorists 
But for all his good intentions. Turner 
may not be able to control the octopus he 
is supposed to head It has more weav­ 
ing, twisting arms than he can watch 
The CIA agents throughout the world 
are expected to obey orders from 
Turner 
But they have recruited local 
operatives, who have their own under­ 
cover contacts At these lower, subterra­ 
nean levels, the CIA cannot always con­ 
trol how its instructions are im­ 
plemented 
The CIA's worldwide network involves 
people at all levels of life CIA agents 
have ties, for example, with criminal 
elements around the world Local crime 
rings have provided services and infor­ 
mation to the CIA Yet the CIA neither 
created nor controls these underworld 
outfits 
Admiral Turner, who has a reputation 
for integrity, believes the CIA is not only 
an efficient but an essential organiza­ 
tion 
Some agents have gone beyond 
moral bounds some have been fools But 
others have been unsung heroes whose 
deeds surpass the most valorous in our 
history yet must remain unrecorded 
Footnote During the Nixon era, the 
CIA joined other government agencies in 
a massive police action against us The 
project was called “Operation Mudhen 
At one point the CIA used 18 radio cars 
to trail us Agents set up a command post 
near our office and photographed 
everyone who entered it Other agents 
used sophisticated electronic equipment 
to monitor our conversations 
This illegal harassment upset White 
House press secretary Jody Powell who 
has checked with Turner to make sure 
nothing of this sort is going on under 
President Carter The CIA chief assured 
Powell that 
Operation Mudhen 
has 
been suspended and that we are no 
longer under CIA surveillance 
M ISSING 
W IT NESS - 
Primitivo 
Mijares is missing 
Two years ago, Philippines President 
Ferdinand Marcos tried to bribe Mijares 
to keep him from testifying before the 
U S 
Congress 
We produced bank 
records on July 2, 1975. tracing the 
$50.000 bribe* to Trinidad Alconcel. the 
Philippines counsul in San Francisco, 
who placed the money in a bank for 
Mijares 
The $50.000 was withdrawn 
however, after Mijares went ahead with 
his testimony As a former journalistic 
hatchetman for Marcos, the witness told 
about tyranny in the Philippines Then he 
asked for asylum in the United States, he 
would be killed, he said, if he were 
forced to return to Manila 
Yet astonishingly, the State Depart­ 
ment never acted on his asylum request 
The Justice Department also stalled on 
the bribe investigation 
The last we 
heard from Mijares was a mysterious 
letter, postmarked last January from 
Honolulu He wrote that he was about to 
take off on “a daring sortie to the Philip­ 
pines 
“ For security reasons.” he cautioned, 
” 1 would request you not to breathe a 
word of this daring trip to anyone until I 
can call you by phone Or 
I ’ll send you 
proof from Manila a letter with this.” 
He drew a star with a circle around it 
“ Wish me luck.” he added 
In the letter. Mijares gave us the name 
of a trusted friend in San Francisco to 
check with 
When we heard no more 
from Mijares, we checked with the 
friend But he also has heard nothing As 
quietly as possible, we have been trying 
to trace Mijares But we have learned 
nothing from the State Department, 
nothing from our Filipino sources 
Primitivo Mijares' fate remains a 
mystery But the man who tried to bribe 
him, Trinidad Alconcel, has overcome 
his embarrassment 
He slipped away 
from San Francisco after our story was 
published But he has now turned up in 
Honolulu, with full credentials as the 
Philippines consul 
WHO’S NEWS - Rep Robert Kasten, 
R-Wis, has received a form letter from 
Vice President Walter Mondale The let­ 
ter begs for funds “ to assure that 
Democrats win majorities” in the 1978 
House elections “ The party must de­
